Lax Security 
Charged by 
Goldwater

FULLERTON, Calif. (AP) - 


Sen. 
Barry Goldwater today 


said the Walter W. Jenkins af- 
fair showed there was "lax 
security" in the White House. 
He coupled that with a charge 
that the State Department has 
cleared 150 people to handle 
U.S. secrets without full securi- 
ty investigations. 


"The issue of national securi- 


ty and 'national integrity now 
has become firmly embedded in 
this ..election campaign," the 
Republican presidential nomi- 
nee declared as — for the first 
time — he used the Jenkins case 
in a campaign speech. 


For the. moment, the Gold- 


water camp had no comment on 
the newly released FBI report, 
issued on Johnson's 
orders, 


which said investigators found 
no information to indicate the 
former presidential aide com- 
promised U. S. security. 


Jenkins, arrested 
twice on 


morals charges, resigned at 
Johnson's request eight days 
ago after his record was re- 
vealed. 


Goldwater talked about the 


Jenkins matter in a speech on a 
whistle-stop campaign tour this 
morning from Los Angeles to 
San Diego.

The text, demanding that the 


(Jenkins report be issued before 


J the election, was 
handed to 


] newsmen before the FBI report 


j was released. But Paul F. Wag- 
ner, Goldwater's press secre- 
tary, said the Arizona senator 
stood by it, even though "we 
;have not seen the (FBI) re- 
jport." 


Goldwater said Republicans 


did not create the issue of secu- 
rity and integrity. 


' The man who now occupies 


the White House raised this 
issue all by himself — by lower- 
ing the standards of the highest 
office of this land," Goldwater 
said. 


In the speech, he demanded 


creation of a bipartisan watch- 
dog panel to oversee release of 
FBI reports on the Jenkins case 
and on a contract kickback 
charge involving former Senate 
Democratic 
secretary 
Bobby 
Baker. 


"The case of Walter Jenkins 


is not the only one of its kind," 
Goldwater said. "One hundred 
and fifty persons in the .State 
Department alone have been 
given emergency clearance to 
deal with security matters with- 
out wailing for a full field inves- 
tigation." 


Goldwater said he wanted the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


FBI says it has conducted an 
extensive investigation of Wal- 
ter W. Jenkins and found no 
evidence that President John- 
son's top aide for 25 years com- 
promised the security or inter- 
ests of the United States in any 
manner. 


Jenkins resigned at Johnson's 


request on Oct. 14 after it be- 
came public knowledge that the 
special 
presidential 
assistant 


had been arrested at .the YMCA 
here on morals charges in 1959 
and again last Oct. 7. 


In 
reporting 
to 
Johnson 


Thursday night on the investiga- 
tion he had ordered, the FBI 
said: 


It found that Jenkins "had 


limited association with some 
individuals who are alleged to 
be, or who admittedly are, sex 
deviates" but there is no infor- 
mation reported to indicate he 
"ever had improper acts with 
them." 


Jenkins 
"admitted 
having 


engaged in the indecent acts for 
which he was arrested in 1959 
and 1964." He said that he had 
not known Andy Choka, with 
whom he was arrested on Oct. 
7. 


He told , the FBI no attempt 


had ever been made to compro- 
mise or blackmail him.' 
' Jenkins said he-was -.'enticed" 
by the arresting officer in 1959 
and "his mind was befuddled by 
fatigue, alcohol, physical illness 
and lack of food" at the time of 
the Oct. 7 arrest. 


The President has said that 


until the day he asked Jenkins 
to resign he had no information 
that would have led him to 
question the personal conduct of 
his aide.

Amendment 
51 Abolishes 
Land Agency 


(Editor's Note: This is the 


second in a series of eight 
articles on proposed constitu- 
tional amendments which will 
be on the Nov. 3 ballot.)

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Sam 


Jones, the unopposed Democrat- 
ic candidate for a fifth term as 
land commissioner, will be with- 
out a job if proposed Amend- 
ment 51 is adopted Nov. 3. 


But most of the other state 


constitutional officers — all ex- 
cept governor and lieutenant 
governor—will have their maxi- 
mum salary doubled. 


The governor would be raised 


from $10,000 to $18,000 a year 
and the lieutenant governor 
from $2,500 to $3,600 for a job 
which requires his presence in 
Little Rock infrequently when 
the legislature is not in session. 


The amendment is permissive 


—the legislature would have to 
grant the pay raises—but there 
is little doubt that all salaries 
will be pegged at the new limit 
in 1965. 


The new limit for the secre- 


tary of state, treasurer and aud- 
itor will be $10,000 a year, com- 
pared to $5,000 now. The attor- 
ney general's pay will be in- 
creased from $6,000 to $12,000. 


In each of the last two elec- 


tions, voters have soundly de- 
feated similar proposed .amend- 
ments. Some of the salary fig- 
ures were different, but the 
principle was the same. 


And the voters said, in effect: 


"We think these elected officials 
are making enough."

The FBI said its investigation 


covered 'the full scope of Mr.

Wirges also 
contended that the jury which 
returned the indictment would 
be prejudiced against him in 
this case, so a new jury should 
be called. 


The jury recessed until Mon- 
day morning without handing in 
a report on its conspiracy in- 
vestigation. 


Two men from the State Po- 


lice Criminal Investigation Divi- 
sion (plainciothesmen went to 
Morrilton and spent the night in 
the county jail near Wirges. 


Wirges and Hawkins have 


been foes for years. Wirges ed- 
ited the Morrilton Democrat un- 
til last year when creditors took 
over the paper after libel judge- 
ments totaling $275,000 were re- 
turned against him. 


In another chapter in the bat 


tie. Chancellor Lawrence E 
Dawson of Pine Bluff urged 
that Bean step aside in this 
case. 


The constant turmoil in the 


county and the fact that "ac 
cording to news media Judge 
Bean has become involved...to 
such an extent that...he cannot 
possibly sit in these matters, 
with a fair and impartial eye. 


The statement was sent to 


Bean and to Circuit Judge Lyle 
Brown of Hope, president of the 
Arkansas Judicial Council. 


Dawson's statement said the 


case had a tendency to discredit 
the entire judiciary in the state.

ers and welfare clients arc re- 
ceiving more money in their 
checks than they did 10 years 
ago. 


"Go out to the crossroads 


hamlets and talk with these old 
people, many of whom are brok- 
en in body from working to build 
this state before you ever came 
here, before you ever heard of 
it," Faubus said in challenging 
Rockefeller. 


"Have you broken down and 


been sampling too much of the 
'ancient spirits' that you have 
been collecting to see this pro- 
gress?" Faubus asked.
